council, is the only person subpenaed as 
f witness Wednesday morning. 


Ed Butler, accompanied by his attorney, 
Thomas Rowe, entered the sheriff's office 
in the Four Courts this morning and an- 
mounced that he had called to ascertain 
whether he was wanted by the sheriff. 

The sheriff stated that Butler was not 
wanted, so far as he knew. 

Messrs Butler and Rowe arrived at the 
Four Courts at 10 o’clock and entering 
the corridor hastened up the broad iron 
stairway to the sheriff's office on the second 
floor. 

This was at the hour when the Four 
Courts corridors are always thronged. But- 
ler was recognized by hundreds of the 
crowds in. the corridors, and immediately 
the word was passed that “Col.”’ Butler 


' had been indicted and was under arrest. 


Butler and Rowe pushed through the 
crowds and entered the sheriff's office. Mr. 
‘Butler nodded recognitions to several who 
hailed him, but he did not stop to con- 
verse with any one. \ 

Sheriff Dickmann was in the office when 
_ Butler and Rowe entered. 

“AM I INDICTED?” 


“Mr. Dickmann, I have heard that I was 
indicted and that you had a warrant for

my arrest,” said Butler in his ordinary 
tone. “I have come to surrender myself, 
and I am prepared to furnish bond.”’ 

“But you are not wanted by anyone here, 
Mr. Butler,”” was the sheriff's reply. 

“I read in the papers that I had been in- 
dicted and I am here to surrender myself 
in case I am wanted.”’ 

“I know nothing about your being want- 
ed.’’ 

“Well, Mr. Sheriff, if there be a warrant 
for me I want you to serve it on me now. 
And if there is no warrant for me I want 
to know it so that*f’ may go about my busi- 
ness.’’ 

“You are free to go when you please,” 
was the reply. ‘There is no knowledge on 
my part of any warrant for you, and if 
one existed I would assuredly know it.’’ 

Messrs. Butler and Rowe turned to leave 
the office Mr. Butler wads atopped by the 
Post-Dispatch and asked regarding his visit 
to the sheriff's office. 


BUTLER’S STATEMENT. 


“T read in the newspapers that I had been 


indicted and I just dropped in to surren- 
der myself if I was wanted,” said Mr. 


Butler. 
Mr. Rowe cautioned his client to say 
nothing for publication. Mr. Butler heeded 


not the advice and continued: 

“But they do not want me and I am go- 
ing on about my business. I was prepared 
to give bond if I had been indicted, but I am 
assured that the anthorities have no use for 
me. I had no official intimation that such 
was the case. I read it In the newspapers 
and was simply ready to answer any 
charge.”’

Arthur Idler, ed 13 years, who iivas next 
door to Eddie Thompson, grew interested 
in the novel sport and asked Mr. Thomp- 
son to teach him the art, A line was run 
betwéen the two homes and before the holi- 
days were over young Idler knew something 
about telegraphv. His chum, Hugh Brown- 
son, wanted to learn. the art, 

The two boys put up a line between their 
home and boasted that it’was 352 feet long, 
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thane: :te-tavbolldeed, ' Se urd Warned that 

tler was to push the garbage bill through 
the Municipal Assembly and have it 
approved by the Board of Health. 


SAID TO HAVE. GOT $45,000. 

For this service the sanitary company Is 
alleged to have paid him $45,000 for ‘‘ex- 
penses."’ For his services it Is said he was 
io receive one-half of the extra amount 
received by the company for the service 
over the amount of the previous contract. 
But- 
ler therefore was entitled to one-half of 
$195,000, surplus earned in the three years’ 
life of the contract, which in addition of 
his $45,000 fee, would make his earnings 
from the manipulation of the garbage bill 
and contract $142,500. 

It is alleged that among the vouchers 
shown. by the St. Louis Sanitary Co. 
were vouchers showing that it had made 
payments. to Butler on account. 

It. is believed that the reason why Me- 
pham has been so ardently sought by the 
grandjury is that in his dealings with the 
House of Delegates Butler used Mepham as 
a go-between and that Mepham could tell 
it exactly how Buwiler operated. It is prob- 
able, however, that the jury learned all 
that it was necessary for it to know from 
the members of the House of Delegates, 
who were closely questioned. by the jury 
not once, but several times.

MRS. ADAMS TELLS OF WOMAN’S 
e POWER. 


JUST BACK FROM LONDON 


Herself Again, She Wants to Forget 
the Years in Which She Was 
Held in Thraldom. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

TOLBDO, O., Feb. 26.—Mrs. Dr. Adams 
of this city, who was supposed to be dead 
by her relatives here, suddenly returned 
after an absence of two years, spent in 
London, England, where, she claims, she 
was under the hypnotic influence of the no- 
torious Dis De Bars and was unable to 
break away until they had been sent to 
prison. In speaking of her expertence, Dr. 
Adams said: ‘I want to forget. the two 
years of my life I have just completed and 
I had hoped that the public would never 
learn of the experiences that have been 
mine.’’ 

At present she is the guest of her sister, 
Mrs. Minta Davis. While Dr. Adams re- 
fused to go into the details of her life for 
the past two years, the following in brief 
is the story: 

A little more than two years ago she went 
to Washington, D. C., for the purpose of 
taking a post-graduate course in medicine 
While there she was introduced to Madam 
Dis De Bar and her husband. At that time 
but very little was known of ester in Wash- 
They moved in good society and 
were Aa parently thoroughly respectable 
eople. ech the day she first met the Dis 
%e Bar woman, Dr. Adams fell under her 
influence. At first she did not realize 
what a wonderful power of fascination the 
woman possessed. It happened that they 
met frequently, and it was but a short 
time until hysician was practically 
unable to think for herself. Her every ac- 
tion was dictated by the Dis De Bar woman. 
She endeavored to throw off the spell, but 
it was useless. One day she was told that 
she was to accompany the man and woman 
to London and, although she knew what 
was to happen, she could do nothing to 
save herself, She we distinctly 

rervthing that occurred. 

“During The career of the Dis De Bars in 
London Dr. Adams was an inmate of the 
heuse in which they lived. Everything was 
the most iuxurtous, the place was furnished 
like a palace, the visitors were from the 
highest circles of society, and even the 
court contributed its quota of callers. This 
life continued until the recent arrest of the 
Dis De Bar pair. 

From the moment that the man and wom- 
an were taken into custody Dr. Adams be- 
came herself again. She was able to think 
and act, and she immediately took steps 
to communicate with her relatives. 

At the time she started for England, Dr. 
Adams was possessed of considerabia prop- 
erty. It was converted into cash. She does 
not know what became of /t, but after the 
arrest of the Dis De Bars she found that 
it was all gone. Aside from this money 
Dr. Adams owned other ate ge f in Amer- 
ica. The hypnotists lear of this, and 
ordered her to make arrangements to sell 
the same and turn over e receipts to 
them. This she refused to do. From that 
day forward her treatment at their hands 
was most cruel. How she succeeded in 
saving the rest of her propetty from them 
she is not able to explain.

The consoldation of the East St. Louis 
Electric Line with the St. Louis, Belleville 
@& Suburban Electric Railway has been 
completed and the city of Belleville has 
been wiped off of the electric railway map. 

The first thing the new corporation did 
Was to change its name. It will henceforth 
be known as the East St. Louis & Suburban 
Electric Railway. Belleville constitutes 
part of the ‘“‘suburban’’ end of the name. 
As a further humiliation to Belleville the

It is officially made known that the con- 
eolidation was completed last Wednesda 
at the Dich!

The deeds for the purchase and the ar- 
ticlns of incorporation of the new line have 
not n filed yet, but it is announced that 
they will be in a few days. 

The belief in Belleville is that the name 
of the city was lefi out in making up the 
new name of the corporation, as an act of 
reprisal for the refusal of the city to grant 
the company a double track and express 
franchise on West Main street. The dis- 
continuance of the waiting room, which was 
one of the first acts of the new corporation, 
is construed in the same way. 

Officials of the company say that the 
name was left out because the line has ex- 
_ ed over 80 much territory that to cal! 

& Belleville line would be misleading.

Ed Butler is 66 years old and has been 
a resident of St. Louis 45 years. Ireland 
is his birthplace. 

He came here a poor boy, alone and with- 
out friends. Today he is worth between- 
$4,000,008 and $5,000,000, and is considered an 
important financial and political factor of 
the city. 

His wealth consists of large realty hold- 
ings, bank, steam and street railway stocks 
and bonds, mining properties and private 
business investmenis. 


ONCE LIVED OVER HIS SHOP 


Among tHe last-named are included the 
Standard Theater, of which he is the sole 
proprietor, the St. Louls Sanitary Works, 
the Excelsior Hauling Co., and nearly a 
dozen horse-shoeing shops. 

Bast of Jéfferson avenue and situated be- 
tween Cass avenue and Market street, it 
is said, he owns fifty corner lots of the 
total value of $600,000. in the old Scullin 
system, now part of the St. Louis Transit 
Co.. he held a big block of stock and made, 
according to report, over $100,000 when the 
street railway consolidation was effected. 
The foundation of his immense fortune 
was a .mall horseshoeing shop at Tenth 
and Walnut streets. He secured the sole

Butler Once Lived 

in Harlem. 

Of Butler’s immediate ancestry little is 
known. When barely 18 Butler came to 
America and for a time lived in New 
York City at 125th street and Eighth ave- 
nue. This part of New York is known as 


Harlem. 
Butler’s only capital was his brain and a 
knowledge of the blacksmith trade. The 
wonderful ssibilities of the West attract- 
ed him and he decided to make St. Louis 
his future home. Here he opened a small 
shop at Tenth and Market streets. 
At that time Sixteenth street was the 
western limits of the city. But 8t. Louis 
was growing rapidly and Ed Butler pros- 
pered with its progress. : 3 
He maried before he reac@d his 25th 
year and to this step he attributes all the 
success and happiness that has marked the 
eucceeding years. 
Five children were born of the union, 
James J., who is now a member of Con- 
gress from the Twelfth district and man- 
ager of the Standard theater; Edward But- 
ler, Jr., Annie, John and Kate. Of these 
all are living except Annie, the elder of 
the two daughters, who died several years 
oO. 
oe a politician Ed Butler has thousands 
of followers. Many of them are designated 
as ‘“Butlerites” or “Butler Indians."’ Their 
votes on election day mean much to the 


party managers. 


Never Sought 

a Public Office. 
Only indirectly have they benefited their 
leader, because Ed Butler has never sought 
or accepted a public office. 
He is related by marriage to the fampies 
of James Bannermann, James L. Hardy and 
Col. R. D. Lancaster. 
id Butler's friends will not admit that 


he has made a dollar out of politics. Not 
one of them will even acknowledge that 
he has n material income from fostering 
municipal legislation, where corporation in- 
terests are affected. 
They say he is rich because he is shrewd; 
has a fine business head and has never 
lost a dollar on a commercial investment. 
During 1901 it is said he made over $109,- 
000 dabbling in stocks and bonds. When 
the Mercantile Trust Co. was established he 
bought heavily and sold his stock at high 
tide, making a net profit of $40,000. 
Butler's advent into the fleld of poli- 
ties was made iate in the seventies, and 
almost immediately after the adoption of 
the Scheme and Charter.

(1877-1878) without Ed cutting much of a

In return But- 

ler was given the contract for shoeing every 

horse then used on Allen's system. It was 

a valuable privilege and added thousands of 
dollars a ‘year to the Butler exchequer, 


Scullin’s Star 
Climbed the Horizon. 
About this time John Scullin loomed on 
the street car horizon. 
Charles Green was another magnate with 
whom Butler had solidified himself. Green 


and Scullin were projecting lines into the 
southwestern part of St. Leuls, 

Scullin and Green were virtually fighting 
each other, but eventually the former pro- 
posed a consolidation of their interests to 

revent the sellout to the transit company. 

utler got lots of work from each man. 

The great impetus given to his financial 
resources increased his political prestige 
and strength, and from a ward factor Ed 
Butler developed into a municipal states- 
man. In the councils of the Democratic par- 
ty he was alike feared and admired. 

In 1887 the reform Democrats decided to 
turn down the political boss by grooming 
George W. Allen for the mayoralty. Allen 
was then acting mayor, having succeeded 
to the position from the presidency of the 
City Council on the election of David R. 
Francis as governor. 

It was not an open fight, and secretly, it 
is said, Allen's events worked for Butlers 
support. but Butler stood 7 his friend, 
Judge E. A, Noonan. The candidacy of Noo- 
nan was laughed at. 

“I will snow him under on the first bal- 
lot,’ Allen declared to a party of friends 
the night before the city convention met.”’ 

How sadly he had miscalculated was ap- 
parent when the convention nominated 
Noonan by acclamation. 

Few outside of the Noonan camp thought 
he could be elected. Butler was among the 
few. The result is known. 


Butler Gets 


His First Jolt. 

Up to this time all had been easy political 
sailing for Butler. But a new and vigorous 
young Democrat was mustering Democratic 
cohorts. 

Harry Hawes was one of the prime mov- 
ers in the organization of the Jefferson 
Club. Butler viewed this movement ligthly. 
The test came in 1897 when the Jefferson 
Club urged Edwin A. Harrison to run for 
Mayor. 

In the Twelfth district Jim Butler was a 
eandidate for congress. The anti-Butler 
wing fought and defeated Nis aspirations. 

Never before had Ed Butler exhibited his 
rage. He proceeded to overturn the Jef- 
frson Club crowd and when it osten‘ly 
captured the city central com®iltteemen 
and called a convention, Ed Butler joineu 
the Meriwether forces and bolted the con- 
vention. 

Before the break came a riot almost re- 
sulted and cordons of police were hurried 
to Masonic Temple hall to preserve order. 

This occasion, it was though?, meant the 
end of Butilerism. But, like ncho's ghost, 
the great political figure would not down. 

After a lapse of four years Ed Butler 
was again entrenched and his ambition to 
send his son, James J. Butler, to congress 
was realized, and, St. Louls democracy be- 
ing once more reunited. the Democratic 
ticket won. But its chieftains, Ed Butler 
and Harry Hawes, are as far apart today 
as they ever have n. 


How Butler 
and Hawes Fell Out. 
Butler and Hawes fell out primarily over 
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“I don’t promise to pin my faith to any- 
one, because in politics I find no one can 
be implicitly trusted.” 

‘If that’s the way you feel about it,’’ said 
Butler, ‘‘we’ll part right here,’’ and he 
left the clubrooms, never, to return, he 
says. | 

Bankers, brokers and prominent business 
men are among Ed Butler’s commercial 
associates. His daily companions are 
Broker James Campbell and John Scullin, 
the street railway magnate. j 

The Butler personality is what has made 
Ed Butler so many loyal friends.

Time and again he has been aroused from 
a restful slumber to go to the Four Courts 
to give bail for a prisoner. 

In the domestic circle, he loves and is 
loved. Only a short time ago he said to a 
friend, ‘‘“My only aim is to make my family 
happy. I am worth about $4,000,000 now and 
I want to leave each of them (meaning 

te children) $1,000,000." 

Bd Butler's official title is ‘‘capitalist.’’ 
He doesn’t work hard, but he says he can 
remember the days when he put in 12 hard 
hours before the bellows. 

He lives well. His home at Twenty- 
third and Pine streets is ideally furnished. 
Usually he rises about 8:30 a. m., takes his 
bath and after reading the morning papers 
breakfasts with his wife.

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During his four hours’ stay in St, Louls 
next Monday, Prince Henry will be guard- 
ed constantly by 240 policemen, under the 
personal command of Chief Kiely. 

These officers, mounted and afoot, will at- 
tend and protect the royal guest at every 
moment of his stay. They will surround 
his carriage when in motion and will form 
a solid phalanx, shoulder to shoulder, about 
the Prince when he halts. 

No one except those officially connected 
with the reception and entertainment will 
be permitted to approach the Kaiser's 
brother. He will be hedged about with 
batons and brass buttons, sabers and con- 
cealed weapons. 

Twelve members of the police force will 
be the prince’s immediate personal guard, 
riding four in front, four behind and two 
on each side of the royal carriage. 

Such are the arrangements made by the 
mayor and the chief of police. Mayor Wells 
has appointed David R. Francis president 
of the committee of reception to Prince 
Henry and has named the other members 
of the official committee whose duty it will 
be to wait upon the prince and see that the 
freedom of the city is his. 

It has been decided to present the jeweled 
casket containing the mayor's address of 
welcome at the St. Louis Club instead of at 
Union Station. 

Manager McChesney of Union Station will 

exclude the public from the station during 
the reception of the prince. The great 
doors will be closed and locked and se- 
curely guarded. Only those having tickets 
of admission will be admitted. Tickets are 
being given out with the utmost care.. 
A detachment of cavalry from Jefferson 
Barracks will be in attendance along the 
line of the procession and will add to the 
picturesqueness of the occasion.

Prof. Kiehle Tells National School 
Superintendents Wage-Earning by 
Women Menaces Home “Life. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 2%.—A warning note that 
women and girls in this country were be- 
ing drawn into “commercial and manufac- 
turing pursuits to an extent that jeopardized 
the welfare of future mothers and was a 
menace to happy home iife."’ was sounded 
by Prof. D. L. Kiehle of the chair of 


pedagogy in the Oniversity of Minnesota 
before the department of superintendents of 
the National Educational Association, now 
in session here. 

His address touched a popular feeling in 
the rninds of the thousand or more edu- 
cators from all points of the compass, and 
that portion of the statement that home 
life and surroundings were above all sordid 
gain was applauded. 

“In this age of commorcialism and Po 
dustrial conditions,’’ said Prof. Kiehle 
provision has been made for mother Hi. 
This phase of life seems to have been 
brushed aside. In fact, we are making 
money-earners out of our daughters in 
commercial pursuits. 

“While women have every right to an 
equality with men in matters of education, 
they are going outside their sphere when 
that portion of their education agg them 
for the higher duties of the home life and 
motherhood does not take precedence over 
every thing else. 

“Educat.on for women that began only a 
few years ago on elementary lines has ex- 
tended to technical and classical courses 
and has enabled women to compete for 
ylaces formerly filled by men who supported 
families in many instances, The continua- 
tion of women entering the commercial and 
industrial field cannot but have disastrous 
results in time, unless something is done 
to provide for a home life also for women, 
and the tendency to enter the office and 
factory is checked.’
